THE  pains,  sorrows,  trials,  and  tribulations  of  humanity  found  a  champion  in  Abraham 
Lincoln.  A  simple  man,  born  in  the  wilderness,  nursed  by  its  silence,  taught  by  its 
men,  he  championed  peace  and  justice.  All  his  life  he  strove  for  his  ideal  and  smiled  at 
discouragement  and  disaster,  yet  all  the  while  giving  his  all  to  make  his  goal.  ^  No 
greater  lesson  of  simplicity  may  be  learned  than  that  taught  by  Abraham  Lincoln's  life.  Never 
playing  to  the  crowd,  he  calmly,  serenely,  moved  toward  peace.  He  was  a  hero.  "Honest  Abe," 
who  paid  for  a  ruined  book  with  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  is  known  to  all.  Gentle  Abe,  who  dried 
widows'  and  orphans'  tears,  who  set  a  people  free,  inspires  us.  Peaceful  Abe,  who  gave  his  all  to 
bind  our  nation  in  bonds  of  perpetual  peace,  is  dead,  but  still  his  spirit  leads  us  on.  ^  If  one  seeks 
the  monument  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  one  needs  but  to  look  around  him.  A  people,  led  from  bond- 
age, worships  him.  A  country,  bound  in  strongest  ties  of  love  and  peace  where  before  was  hate, 
blesses  him.  High  and  low,  great  and  small,  black  and  white,  enemy  and  friend,  all  join  to  eulogize 
the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln.

Miss  Forbes  to  Reopen  Lincoln  Cabin 


Civil  War  Time  Etching  of  Martyred  President,  by  Johnson 

This  Is  One  of  SeVeral  Recent  Acquisitions  to  Miss  Forbes's  Notable 
Collection  of  Lincolniana  at  Her  Home  in  Milton 


MISS  MARY  BOWDITCH  FORBES, 
whose  collection  of  Lincolniana 
housed  in  a  reproduction  of  the 
cabin  in  which  Lincoln  was  born,  has 
gained  national  fame,  announces  that 
she  will  open  the  cabin  and  her  collection 
to  the  public  next  Wtdnesday,  Lincoln's 
birthday.  The  hours  will  be  from  2  to 
5  in  the  afternoon  and  during  that  time 
Miss  Forbes  invites  everybody  interested 
to  visit  the  cabin,  which  is  on  her  home 
estate  on  the  top  of  Milton  Hill  in  Mil- 
ton, a  short  distance  from  the  Milton 
,  station  of  the  Dorchester  rapid  transit  line. 
I  Since  the  last  public  opening  Miss 
j  Forbes  has  added  to  her  collection  a 
number  •of  interesting  pictures  and  other 
objects  pertaining  to  Lincoln  and  his 
times.  One  of  the  chief  of  these  is  an 
etching  of  Lincoln  made  in  <  ivil  War 
days  by  Johnson  and  bearing  the  etcher's 
autograph.     The  picture  was  given  Miss 


Forbes  by  William  Bunker  of  Nantucket, 
in  whose  family  it  had  been  for  many 
years. 

In  connection  with  the  opening  of  the 
cabin  there  will  be  a  commemoration  of 
the  anniversary  with  addresses  by  former 
Governor  Channing  H.  Cox  and  Judge 
Francis  J.  Good,  former  State  commander 
of  the  American  Legion.  There  will  also 
be  music  and  Miss  Forbes  has  extended  a 
special  invitation  to  the  G.  A.  R.  vet- 
erans to  attend,  also  to  all  ex-service  men 
of  the  World  War  in  Milton.  The  Milton 
Selectmen  have  given  the  afternoon  off 
to  all  ex-service  men  in  the  town  eni^ 
ploy.  In  case  the  weather  is  inclement 
Miss  Forbes  will  provide  a  large  tent. 

Miss  Forbes  has  loaned  a  number  of 
pictures  in  her  Lincoln  collection  to  the 
Milton  postoffice  and  they  are  being  dis- 
played on  the  walls  of  the  public  space 
in  the  office  in  Milton  Village.
